Du¬ 
ring starvation the material stored up 
in the liver and in the muscles la 
reconverted Into the form which can 
be used for energy, taken up by %hc 
blood, and used as food. 

If starvation continues, some of 
the proteins will be converted Into 
sugar to keep the level of the sugar 
la the blood from falling too low. 
If the levtl of the sugar falls too 


low. the human being becomes un¬ 
conscious and may show the symp¬ 
toms of Intoxication. When Insulin 
la given, sugar la converted rapidly 
Into fat. and a system had keen de 
velopcd for Increasing the weight of 
the body "rapidly by giving sugar and I 
Insulin at the same time. 

If the person needs energy, sugar 
may be given. Thus It was suggested! 
that marathon runners be given lime 
drops or other forms of sugar to help 
them undergo the lose tha* takes 
place during excess activity. 

However, sugar cannot replace pro¬ 
teins In the diet. A certain amount 
of sugar >ean be derived from pro¬ 
teins in times of stress, but the com¬ 
plex’ proteins cannot be created In
